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THE  VIEW  FROM  HERE 


It  all  started  on  August  25,  1985,  when  all  the  stu- 
dents were  expected  to  be  back  at  school  after  a long, 
hot,  three-month  summer  vacation.  Well,  maybe  it 
wasn’t  all  that  long,  but,  well  anyway  here  we  are.  We 
knew  it  was  going  to  be  a long  year  when  we  started  to 
get  out  of  school  early  because  of  the  heat.  The  school 
year  began  to  improve  when  we  won  our  first  home- 
coming in  twelve  years. 

While  this  was  happening  locally,  nationally  the 
Kansas  City  Royals  were  defeating  the  St.  Louis  Cardi- 
nals during  the  World  Series;  and  terrorism  was  reign- 
ing in  the  Middle  East.  Some  of  this  terrorism  was 
brought  home  when  the  high  school  had  to  be  evacuat- 
ed for  half  an  hour  for  a bomb  threat.  This  bomb  threat 
was  the  most  exciting  thing  to  happen  at  the  high 
school  in  a long  time.  While  students  stood  outside 
freezing  and  wondering  what  was  going  on,  the  Clinton 
Police  Department  frantically  searched  the  school  hop- 
ing that  it,  and  they  along  with  it,  would  not  be  blown 
sky  high. 

Then  William  “Refrigerator”  Perry  and  the  Chicago 
Bears  hit  the  scene.  These  monsters  of  the  midway 
went  all  the  way  to  a Super  Bowl  Championship  while 
accumulating  a 17-1  record.  Locally,  the  Maroons  were 
defeating  Central  Catholic  in  basketball  for  the  first 
time  in  five  years. 

On  January  27,  1986,  the  school  and  the  world  were 
shocked  to  hear  that  the  Space  Shuttle  Challenger  had 
exploded.  This  explosion  took  the  lives  of  seven 
astronauts,  including  Christa  McAuliffe,  the  first  teach- 
er in  space. 

While  all  of  this  was  happening,  the  students  of 


Clinton  High  were  partying  and  rocking  with  groups 
such  as  Motley  Crue,  ZZ  Top,  Loverboy,  Night  Ranger, 
and  Sammy  Hagar.  The  fads  for  the  year  were  shaker 
sweaters,  pastels,  stirrup  pants,  long  sweaters,  and  high 
tops. 

This  year  the  high  school  added  four  new  teachers 
and  a new  principal.  The  teachers  Mr.  Cors,  Mr. 
Nagel,  Mr.  Bernard,  and  Mr.  Razo  seem  to  be  handling 
the  crazed  students  of  Clinton  High  quite  well,  and  Mr. 
Bauersachs  seemed  to  be  handling  Mr.  Cors,  Mr. 
Nagel,  Mr.  Bernard  and  Mr.  Razo  quite  well. 

The  P.E.  classes  took  on  a new  look  during  the  sec- 
ond semester;  an  elective  system  of  selecting  P.E.  class- 
es was  put  into  use.  This  system  broke  the  nine  weeks 
into  three  sections  of  three  weeks  each.  The  students 
then  chose  what  they  would  like  to  participate  in  for 
each  of  the  sections.  Students  could  choose  from  such 
activities  as  bowling,  or  going  to  the  YMCA  to  play 
racquetball  or  lift  weights.

Stu- 
dents were  required  to  be  at  school  only  when  they 
had  a test  scheduled.  This  system  seemed  to  work  quite 
well,  especially  the  idea  of  escaping  from  the  school’s 
cooking. 

In  the  last  semester  of  the  year  two  new  classes  were 
added,  Fashion  Accents  and  Accessories  and  Creative 
Cookery. 

So  this  was  our  year,  exciting,  educational,  and  full 
of  new  experiences. 
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1986  was  a year  for  changes— exam  schedules,  a new  prin- 
cipal, six-week  P.E.  classes,  and  new  freshmen  wandering 
strange  hallways.

The  Space  Shuttle 
Challenger  exploded 
barely  a minute  into  its 
tenth  orbital  mission  on 
January  28,  1986.  That 
cold,  shattering  day  will 
remain  with  all  of  us  for  a 
long  time. 

The  space  shuttle  had 
launched  flawlessly  from 
the  Kennedy  Space  Cen- 
ter at  11:38  a.m.  Just  one 
minute,  twelve  seconds 
later,  the  craft  was  eight 
miles  downrange,  ten 
miles  high,  traveling  at  1, 
997  miles  per  hour.  But 
then,  at  its  greatest  mo- 
ment of  stress,  “Maximum 
Q,”  the  Challenger  was 
engulfed  in  flames.  Seven 
NASA  astronauts  were 
sent  to  a fiery  death  in  the 
sky.  The  crew  members  of 
this  historical  flight  in- 
cluded: Francis  “Dick” 
Scobee,  commander; 
Michael  J.  Smith,  pilot; 
Gregory  Jarvis,  a physicist 
and  the  second  black  man 
in  space;  Judith  A.  Resnik, 
an  electrical  engineer  and 
the  first  Jewish  woman  in 
space;  Ellison  Onizuka,  an 
Aerospace  engineer  and 
the  first  Asian-American 
in  space;  and,  of  course, 
our  first  teacher  in  space, 
Christa  McAuliffe. 

NASA  investigators 
have  zeroed  in  on  doubts 


about  the  reliability  of  the 
seals  at  the  three  joints 
between  the  booster 
rocket’s  four  main  seg- 
ments. The  rocket’s 
superhot  gases  are  kept 
from  escaping  out  of  these 
joints  with  synthetic  rub- 
ber O rings.  Attention 
remains  focused  on  the  O 
rings  and  the  possibility  of 
their  failure  during  lift- 
off. NASA  has  shown 
enough  concern  about  the 
possibility  to  designate 
them  as  “Criticality  1” 
items;  their  failure  would 
doom  the  mission.  Many 
of  the  top  engineers  of 
Morton  Thiokol,  makers 
of  the  solid-fuel  boosters, 
were  worried  about  the 
seals  on  the  Challenger, 
worried  enough  to  want  a 
postponement  of  the 
launch.  NASA’s  highest 
decisiori  makers  had  ei- 
ther not  received  word 
about  the  contractor’s 
fears  or  did  not  feel  the 
decisions  were  sound 
enough  to  postpone. 

Investigations  will  con- 
tinue for  some  time  on  the 
disaster  of  the  Space 
Shuttle  Challenger.  “This 
knocks  it  back  to  high- 
risk,  experimental,  test-pi- 
lot  kind  of  environment,” 
said  Dr.  Leonard  Reiffel, 
NASA’s  deputy  director 


of  sciences  during  the 
Apollo  program.  Potential 
problems  are  an  inescap- 
able delay  in  the  space 
station  program;  only 
three  shuttles  remain  to 
be  put  into  space.  This 
would  be  a possible  loss 
of  business  to  the  French 
Ariane  satellite-launching 
system.  Eventually  the 


program  will  go  in,  but 
the  shuttle  program-in  its 
year  of  peak  activity-is  on 
hold  indefinitely  until 
NASA  learns  what  has 
caused  the  worst  disaster 
of  our  country’s  space 
program.

At  5:30  on  the  morning  of  Friday,  May  16,  forty-six 
seniors  met  at  the  front  doors  of  Clinton  High  School, 
their  destination  Tan  Tara  resort  in  the  Ozarks.

THE  VIEW  FROM  HERE 


In  August  the  Clintonia  staff  had  23  students  anx- 
iously waiting  to  start  work  on  the  yearbook  for  1986.
